There is lit>1e diUlcuHy now about 
fixing the standard, biit in <^';trly times, 
whcQ science hrtd not airai.ied it< pres- 
ent exactnes'^, there were constant, bick- 
erings and wrangles. Perhaps the first 
'succGssful fttt<Mupt t"^» obtain uniformity 
was achieved l)y Henry I., who .>.eLtled 
the matter by a decision curiously arbi- 
trary and final. The yard was to be 
the standard of evei7 measure, and the 
length of the yard was not a matter of 
feet or inches but was laid down once 
for all as the length of the King's arm. 
The decision was apparently simple, and 
intbiided to be llnai. The King often 
seitifd in pecsoa matters of dispute be- 
tween his subjects, and in differences as 
to questioQS of measurement there could 
always be a ready reference to the royal 
arm. Somehow it did not seera to oc- 
cur to Henry 1. t^hat one of his arms 
might be longer than another, or thut.if 
he practiced archery or otherwise de- 
veloped the muscles of his upper limbs 
the standard might be fluctuating. 
Moreover, it did not at all follow tliat 
bis son would have an ecpially long arm, 
and, if the heir to the throne were a 
princesK, e'ements of great CHifusion 
were intiodaoedia what was intended 
to be final. 

In Edward 11. time a new criterion 
was hit upon. Tbe standard firas set- 
tled by statute which ordained that 
♦•three barlrycorns s )und and dry 
should make an inch." As compared 
with measurement by the royal arm this 
standard was almost democraiic in its 
suggestion, but the barlevcorn showed 
unniistakably the predomlnanoA of the 
agricultural interest. The inch being 
thus ascertained, it was easy t<fcon8truct 
from that datum tho foot, yard, perch, 
aiul even the aere. The barleycorn, in- 
deed, fiiTurcs I'ou'^tantly in attempts to 
arrive at the methods of computation. 
The object, however, seems' to have 
been to get a staudard that was accessi- 
ble rather l,han one that wa^ invariable. 
The authorities realized that seeds 
plucked from tho full ear were mora 
popular as a reference than the propor- 
tionii of the royal arm. \Vhat was done 
With the inch had aire uiy been done 
witli the ouni e. The consent of the 
whole rertlm was obtained lo th*? propo- 
sal put forward in the lifty-tirst year of 
Henry III., that twehty peaBiee should 
make an ounce, and that one penny 
should weigh thirty-two whcat-oor^is 
taken from the midst of th^ ear of oom. 
And so matters Sttiod llsr ikUUiy ytifl.^

A large ]»r«)portion of farriSers declare 
tB'at vegetable jratilons arc nnprotitable, 
11i:>t they I'Oiu re a large am nmt of work, 
uiul lua ;c a poor n-tuvn for it. The 
truth is many ex» ni cnt farmers are very 
poor gardener^. Tiicy are cypcrt** in 
raisiui corn, pota.oes and small grains, 
but th'ev do not underiitand how to pro- 
vince the ord'nnry <;arden vegetables. 
They think the land for a garden re- 
cjuires no s))eciai i)Voparation, and no 
special nianur'nyr. It does require both. 
'I he spot sclc( t«'d for a garden should 
be well lU'ained, and it i^ well to have it 
slope toward the soutli or southeast. 
Thd s«>il should be free from weeds, and 
the seeds that will produce them. Lalid 
that has long been iu cultivated crops \i 
not in a condition 'for u garden unless it 
is venr hljg^hly numnn-d. Kvcuthcn it 
is likely to .be objectionable as it is like- 
ly to be weedy. In many respects it is 
lietter to break A piece of sod for a gar- 
den the siunnier before it is planted, 
'llie plowing shouUl be well done an<l 
siiiniDiently early to insure the rotting of 
the '^od. If the sjiot is some distance 
from the f:u-m buihlings it will not be 
likely to be visited by fowls and re (idre 
no /(Mice to protect it. A gardcui spot 
should be libentlly manured, and the 
mati iials used for fertiliz,ing should be 
well rotted. U is best t6 apuly the ma- 
nure the fall bi't'ore tlie ;rr()unu is planted, 
so it can be incorporated with the soil. 
If the manure is spiMiad on inverted sod 
it wUl help i*ot it, while the sc«'ds itcoii- 
talqil will gcrminnie, and the plants 
they produce can be lulled with a har- 
row or other implement. Land which 
re(|Uires as much labor ns a garden 
hhould be very rich.
